The Directors are enabled to report of the present, as of former 
years, that the system of Irish Convict Management worked in 
a satisfactory manner. 

Due precautions were taken to insure the utmost supervision 
over the conduct of the prisoners released on Ticket of Licence : 
until the passing of The Habitual Criminals Act, 1869, those in 
Dublin were under the supervision of the Inspector of released 
convicts of that district, while those in the provinces wei'e under 
the supervision of the Royal Irish Constabulary.

There was no attempt at combined insubordination during the 
year ; corporal punishment was resorted to in five instances.

Owing to the small number of Convict Women who are eligible 
for the Protestant Refuge, it was considered desirable to close 
the establishment in Heytesbury-street, and transfer the prisoners 
detained there to the Shelter ” at Adelaide-road. We have 
reason to believe that this arrangement will produce satisfactory 
results. 

The Refuge at Golden-bridge, for Roman Catholic Women, 
was worked in the usual successful mode, which may now be 
considered a methodized system. 

In the Annual Report for 1868, the following paragraph ap- 
pears : — 

“Although not strictly relating to the past year, the Directors beg to 
state that they have, for reasons given in their report on Smithfield and 
Lusk Intermediate Prisons recommended that the former be closed, and 
the intermediate stage carried out at Lusk only ; they t lnuk it right to 
add, that this step has the entire concurrence of the Right Honorable 
Sir W. Crofton, c.B., the originator of the intei'mediate system.” 

Accordingly, all arrangements having been completed, the 
prisoners detained in Smithfield Prison were transferred to the 
Lusk Station, the 15th June, 1869. 

In April, 1869, we were informed by the Under Secretary that 
His ExcoUeiicy the Lord Lieutenant had been pleased to appoint 
Sir Walter Crofton a Special Commissioner, to investigate and report 
upon the Irish Convict Prisons, and all matters relating to them ; 
and, in accordance with our instructions, we gave him every assis- 
tance and information in our power in carrying out his duty. 

In July last we were enabled to report that the office of Inspec- 
tor of Convict Prisons in Dublin was unnecessary. Our suggestion 
for the abolition of the office was approved, and a saving of over 
£400 per annum thus accrued to the public. 

During the year, Mr. James P. Organ, Inspector of released 
Convicts in the Dublin District, died, and as the passing of The 
Habitual Criminals Act, 1869, makes considerable changes in the 
supervision of released convicts, the entire supervision being given 
to the constabulary and police, it was considered unnecessary to 
appoint an officer to the position which Mr. Organ had held. Ac- 
cordingly an agent for procuring employment, &;c., for released 
convicts was created, at a salary of £60 per annum, by which 
arrangement there is an annual saving of .£308. Mr. Organ’s ser- 
vices in developing the advantage of the Intermediate Prisons 
have been frequently referred to with approval by the Directors in 
annual reports. To Mr. Organ much of the success of the Inter- 
mediate phase of the Iiiah Convict system, in its early days, was 
duo. 

Mr. Francis Hogrevo, late Secretary and Accountant in this 
department, died on the 31st Decemher, 1869. 

He was one of the oldest officers in the service, and the Direc- 
tors in the Second Annual Report — that for 1 865 — thus record their 
opinion of him, in reporting on the Spike Island Prison : — 

“ During the early part of tho year, Mr. Hogrevo was tlio Governor, 
and to his attuntiou au<l \inremitting exertions tbe proseut 
state of the prison is, in a great mcusiii’c, to bo atl.ribiitcd. This oilicer

■was ^moved, for tlie benefit of tlie service, to take charge of the Con- 
vict Depot at PtLilipstowii, for the re-organization of -wbicli it was found 
secure the services of an able, zealous, and experienced 

The qualities -which gained for Mr. Hogreve, as a Governor, this 
approval, distinguished him in his onerous office as Secretary and 
Accountant, and we feel that, through his death, a valuable and 
trusty servant is lost to the public. 

Under the head of each prison the details, connected with the 
particular establishments, are supplied in the reports of the Direc- 
tors and the responsible officers.

During the year the conduct of the prisoners was, in 
general, very satisfactory ; the i^unisliments wero few and 
Hglit, and it was not necessary to have recourse to corporal punish- 
ment. 

The officers of the staff performed their duties with care 
and intelligence, and with advantage to the discipHno of the 
establishment. 

The clothing and shoes for all the male prisoners in Irish Con- 
vict Prisons, and for the male officers of the service, are made at 
Mountjoy, as also are the shoes of the female prisoners. On an 
average twelve tailors and twenty shoemakers are thus daily 
employed. 

The Commissioners of Puhlic Works in Ireland lately agreed 
to take from this prison all the mats, matting, and hearth- 
rugs required by the various p»nblic departments. This is but fol- 
lowing the example set in England, where all the articles of the 
kind enumerated are manufactured for the public departments by 
the convicts in Pentonvilie prison. 

In addition to the mats, all brushes required for cleaning purposes 
in the Irish convict prisons are now made at Mountjoy. In the 
last Annual Report it was recommended that some development of 
industry, in the direction here referred to, ought to bo attempted, 
and we are enabled to report that, the attempt having been made, 
our expectations have been fully realized. 

The hours of daily labour for prisoners in separation were 
extended to ten hours aud a half in summer, and to nine hours and 
a half in winter. For prisoners in association the hours of work 
were extended to nine in summer and to eight in winter daily. 

Considering the extent to which sickness in-cvailcd outside, tho 
health of tho prisoners and of tho officers generally was very 
satisfactory. 

Tho expenses wore of tho ordinary kind, and willl)0 found under 
vai’ious heads in tho appendix. 

The buildings wore as usual ko])t in repair, under tho direction 
of tho Commissionors of Public Works. 

The attached reports of tho Governor, tlic Cha])lainH, tho 
Medical Officer, and tho Head Schoolmaster, supply the informa- 
tion which it is the duty of those officers to annually fiu-nish.

In propoi-tion to the average daily nmuber of piisouers in custody the 
piraishmeuts were most remm-kably few—offences of a grave or av,o-„- 
vated nature, exceedmgly rare ; and out of 139 convicta transfeiTri to 
association dumig the year, 119 of these pa,s.sed a probationary term of 
only eight, msteml of nine montlis, in separate confinement, owinvto 
tlieir very satisfactory conduct. ’ °

employed as usual at oakum picking, for tlie first tiu-ee months, in their 
sepm-ate oeUs, and then at matmaking and shoemaking, till the end of 
their probatioimry term ; and in addition to the regular trades of shoe- 

’Jiiw ^ ® workshops by the assoei- 

aiod trades classes, mat-making, mat-weaving, hearth-rag-weaving, and 
upholstery of Imir mattresses, have been earned out to a 
extent, and will, no doubt, be found very remunerative. 

With regard to the discipline, religious and secular instmotion of the 
pnsonera, md their sanitary condition, the usual attention has been paid 
Ihe principal o&cers m each branch of this estabHshment. have 
^alously co-operated wi^th me in upholding the system, and the sub or- 
dS c»efully and efficiently discharged then- 

The prison buildiiig and fittings pertaining thereto have been kept in 
good repair by the officers connected with the Board of Public Works 
and the reqrusitions on that department were duly attended to. ’

have been reported to, or brought under the notice of a Director.

R0MA¥ catholic CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 

Monntjoy Male Prison, 

3rd January, 1870. 

Gentlemen, — I beg to submit to you my annual report for the vear 
1869. 

I am happy to be enabled to rcpoH that the religious and moral con- 
duct of the prisoners committed to my care gave me, during the past 
year, much satisfaction. They have manifested considerable attention 
to the religious insti-uctions given them, and seemed to profit by the 
other means supplied by the Catholic chmuh for reformation of conduct. 
I believe I can in truth report that the moral condition of the Roman 
Cailiolic prisoners for the year just terminated was better than it had 
been any time within the term of my experience. This improvement 
is, I thinh, attributable in a great measure to the following causes : 

1st. To the fact, that our present number of convicts is comparatively 
small — being less by about two-thirds than the number we had twelve 
or thirteen years ago — and that it is much easier to influence prisoners 
in small than in large bodies, where the evil of contamination will 
always operate more extensively, produce more mischief, and cannot be 
so easily counteracted. 

2nd. To the fact, that the officers, taken collectively, discharged, as 
far as I could observe, their duties towards the prisoners fairly, chari- 
tably, and conscientiously. 

3rd. To the fact, that, during the past year, punishments for minor 
offences against minute prison miles were not so numerous or so severe 
as formerly. I know by experience that to punish a man for petty in- 
Ractions of rule, arising from human infirmity, inadvertence, strono' 
provocation, or other extenuating cause, has an evil effect on the minds 
of the majority of the convicts. The prisoner was, during 1869, treated 
like a man, and he conducted himself like a man ; he was docile and 
mansjgeable. 

4th. To the fact, that the class of prisoners in separation were, after 
the first tliree months, employed in industrial works — ^weaving, makin® 
mats, tailoring, shoe-making, making mattresses, &c. Exercise of mind 
and body contiibutes, indeed, I might say, is e^ential, to the sound 
health of both body and soul. If the powers of the soul, or the organs 
of the body, be for a considerable time left without their proper exercise, 
or limited to a very narrow range of duties, they become weak, and, like

Male 

Dublin, 14tb January, 1870. Contict 

Geittle 3IEN, — The past year presents little that can be regarded as ‘ 

worthy of special prominence, as far as the Presbyterian prisoners are 
concerned. The services have been conducted either by me, or, in cases 
of unavoidable absence, by a competent deputy, with the sanction of Rejxrt, 
the Directors. The average number of prisoners has been six, four 
being the ini.niTnuTn and eight the maximum attendance. Their atten- 
tion to the truths brought before them has been most marked. I do 
not remember a single occasion on which I had to rebuke any unseason- 
able leviiy or lack of attention during the performance of Divine service. 

And when, in the course of my weekly visitation, I have conversed with 
the prisoners on the salient points of the preceding Sabbath’s sermon, I 
have generally discovered that the truth has been both understood at 
the time and afterwards retained in the memory. Whether the preach- 
ing of the Word has really touched the heart, and influenced the will, 
and moulded the life, can oftentimes be known only to Kim whose pre- 
rogative it is to search the human heart. But it is ours to hope and 
believe that His Word will not “ return to H i m void,” but that it will 
accomplish his o^vll gracious purposes. 

Prom an expeiienco which has now been extended over three years, 

I can beai’ my testimony to the efficiency of the prison discipline, an f1 
to the wisdom and judiciousness of its regulations. 

I can only add, as heretofore, my sense of the personal kindness and 
courtesy of all the prison officials.

HEAD SCHOOLJMASTER’S BEPOBT. Head 

School- 

Mountjoy Male Prison, masier' 

15th January, 1870. 

Gentleman, — Agreeably to your instructions, I furnish the annual 
report of the school under my care. It comprises two divisions : the 
day school and the evening school. The prisoners in separate confine- 
ment attend school by day for eight months after admission. After 
eight months’ probation and attendance at day school a limited number 
of these are removed to the “ associated class,” and are also transferred 
to the evening school. 

During the year, in pursuance of your order, those who were edu- 
cated according to a programme laid down by you have been exempted 
from school, thereby affoi’diug more time for labour, and also enabling 
the teacher’s to pay more attention to those prisoners who most need 
instructions during the time allowed them at school, the numbers in 
the classes being diminished to nearly one-half. 

The day school now begins at eleven o’clock and ends at one o’clock. 

The pupils attending are divided into three sections ; and the first sec- 
tion — viz., first and second reading classes — attend for the first hour, 
from eleven to twelve o’clock, every working day of the week. The 
second section, or third reading class, attend school on Monday, Wed- 
nesday, and Friday, weekly, from twelve to one o’clock. 

The evening school begins at six and ends at seven o’clock, p.m., on

The state of this prison continues to be satisfactory and credit- 
able to the local authorities. 

The conduct of tlie subordinate officers has, as a rule, been 
satisfactory ; in six cases, however, the dismissal of officers was re- 
commended for serious infringements of the prison regulations, 
and in one case an officer who was found not suited to perform 
the duties required from second-class warders, was removed from 
the service before his probationary term had expired. 

^ The conduct of the prisoners has been satisfactory generally ; 
in five cases corporal punishment was ordered. 

The health of the convicts has been good. 

The school system remains unaltered, excepting by such tempo- 
rary arrangements as were necessarily caused by the division of 
the prison into separate cells. 

^ The division of B. and D. prisons into cells, in which the con- 
victs will he located when not on the works, at school, exercise, 
&o., was commenced during the past year; the division into cells 
of the B. prison has been comifieted, and that of the D. prison will 
be completed early in the present year. All prisoners, those in 
hospital, and some few cases which may, on medical grounds, 
he placed in an associated ward, will then be in separation, except 
while at work, exercise, &c. Such an arrangement cannot fail 
to produce very satisfactory results both as regards the reforma- 
tion of the prisoners and the discipline of the prison. The able- 
bodied prisoners have continued to be employed on the naval works 
at Haulbowline ; their industry has proved satisfactory to those 
most capable of forming an opinion as to its value. In September 
last, Kis Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, and the Right Honor- 
able the First Lord of the Admiralty, visited the works. After Lis 
visit His Excellency was pleased, in consequence of the industry 
shown by the convicts, to grant to each employed on the dock works 
ono month’s marks, which enables the prisoner to gain his liberty 
one m onth earlier than under ordinary circumstances: 

During the past year it was considered advisable that a Resident 
Apothecary should forrn part of the hospital staff in place of an 
hospital warder. Sanction having been obtained for arrange- 
ment, the hospital warder, Mr. O’Connell, who had qualified as an 
apothecary, was appointed Resident Apothecary. 

The reports otthe Chaplains ai*e satisfactory. 

The usual statistics, &c., are given in the reports of the Governor, 
the Chaplains, the Medical Officer, andthellead Schoolmaster.

All the able-bodied conyiots, available for ordinary labour- 
were employed as heretofore ou the docks in progress at HaiUbowline 
island, the greater portion being quarrying and stone dressing, and, I 
am happy to say, the admiralty authorities, on their visit in September 
appeared to besatisfied with the conduct of Uie men generally, and the 
manner m which ttey worked. In proof of this, His Exeelleuoy the 
Jjord lieutenant of Ireland, on the recommendation of the Lords of the 
Admiralty and Colonel Clarke, B.E., Dii-eotor of Admiralty Works, 
™ to advance each convict one month in classifloatiou, which 

wffi have tte effect of releMuig them a montli earlier. This boon on the 
part 01 His Excellency, being an approval of their conduct and industry, 
has been highly prised, and will, I feel sure, act as a stimulus to 
turther exertions on their part.

The conduct of the convicts was generally satisfactory. There was no 
attempt at combination or insubordinate conduct, except in individual 
cases. 

Corporal punishmentwaa inflioted in five instances, viz. in three oases 
of assaults on warders, and two of general misconduct and refusing to work. 

I have had no intimation of any existing abuse or abuses, and I have 
observed none ; there were no attempts at escape. 

The buildings are in good order. Two divisions of the prison are now 
m course of being subdivided into separate cells, and when completed 
the convida, when not at work, will he all kept in separation, and I am 
confident tiiat tlxey will benefit by the diange. 

Keligious instructions have as usual been pimotually attended to by 
the respective chaplains.

The preceding hospital retiirus and prison statistics show that the 
sanitary state of the establishment continues satisfactory. 

^ I am^ thankful that there has been no outbreak of epidemic or conta- 
gious disease amongst the prisoners. 

The increase in tlie number of admissions to the liosj^ital will be prin- 
cipaliy accounted for by a reference to the respective heads of “ febrile 
affections,” “wounds and contusions,” “debility.” 

The “ febrile affections” were ailments of slight character, requiring in 
general only three or four days’ residence in hospital for their cure ; and 
it maybe well to state, that in this way many attacks of sickness ai*e cut 
short by a few days rest in hospital on restricted diet, which would have 
become more serious if the patients were left exposed to the ordinary 
prison discipline. 

The “ wounds and contusions” injm-ies received at the naval works on 
Haulbowliue ai’e nearly a third in excess of last year. 

Under the head of " dehUity” are recorded with few exceptions the 
cases of prisoners removed from the punishment cells for weakness, 
either mental or bodily. In several instances this was induced by an 
obstinate detemimation on the prisoner’s part to abstain from food. 

Three deaths took place during the year, being under one-half per 
cent, of the annual prison population, a mortality mucli below the 
average of any former year since the abolition of the Philipstown Prison 
for Invalids, and their consec[nent reception here. 

The health of the subordinate ofiiceis in general was good d.”) warders 

were treated iir hospital; and I may add that the sum 45 does not 
represent the number of imlividuals affected, as some were admitted to 
hospital on as many sis two or three occasions. 

In oonolusion, I bag to aolmowledge the advantago derived from tho 
appointment of Mr. O’Ooniiell to the oHioe of resident apothecary ; ho has 
perfoi-med Ms duties with his usiuil zeal and ability.

ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 

Catholic 

Sprite Island, 1st January, 1870. Chaplain's 

Gentlemen, — I have the honom to present you with my report for 
the year ending 31st of December, 1869, which is my twenty-first 
rep oil; as the Roman Catholic chaplain of this prison. 

I beg to state that the religious and moral conduct of the prisoners 
under my spiritual care, with a few exceptions, was in every way satis- 
factory. The great body of them availed themselves of the opportunities 
afforded them of approaching the sacraments of Penance, and fhe Holy 
Eucharist, several times during the year, with every appearance of 
diligent and devout preparation ; and their maimer of assisting at the 
holy ^ Sacrifice of the Mass, and indeed at all the public services of 
I’eligion, was always reverential and devout. The number of those who 
did not prepare themselves to receive the holy sacraments, and who did 
not otherwise conduct themselves satisfactorily, was small, much 
smaller tlian might be expected among so large a body of the class of 
men confined here, and most of these were persons of weak intellect, 
always troublesome to the prison authorities, and difficult to be managed 
with regtu’d to religious duty. 

I am also happy to be able to state that the disciplinary conduct of 
the ^’eat majority of tlie prisoners was equally satisfactory, as daily 
manifested by their* struct observance of the prison rules, and their willing 
and earnest attention to their work at the Hauibowline docks iir all 
kinds of weather. I have heard it repeatedly remarked by competent 
gentlemen ■who saw them work, that tliey labour as diligently and as 
efficiently as any paid labourers. 

The conversion of the remaining prison wards into separate cells is ji 
work which I have been long anxious to see accomplished, as it will 
effectually guard (when completed) against many of the worst evils to be 
dreaded from tlie association of the well inclined ■with badly disposed 
piisoners. It would be a great improvement if all city and country 
prisons were equally constructed. 

The prison discipline and the whole prison business were conducted 
during the year with judgment and efficiency, at the same time with 
strict justice and humanity to the prisoners, by the Inspector, and

Geotlemen — In accordance mth your inataictions I heg to submit 
u° ToT ™ report, which is for the year ending 31st Decem- 

ber, 1SG9 The conduct of the prisonex-s, their attention to religious 
duties and to di8cxi>lnie dunng tho past twelve mouths has been on the 
wliole satisfactoiy. As may bo exi^ected, there are exccijtions, refrac- 
tory characters on whom, nothing ^vill make an impression. It is of tho 
lu-st importance, when dealing with such men as arc imprisoned here 
to get such an inttuence over them as to convince them of your sinceritv 
for them welfare; and the only way that this can be done, in my 
opmion, IS through religious teachiug. Strict discipline has its merits 
m preservmg order eirternally, hut religion alone can reach the inward 
man. Conymeed of this idea, I have made it a point to read a spiritual 
lecture, suitable for the purpose, eveiy day to tho prisoners assembled 
m the chapel, and have urged, as forcibly as I could, tho great spiritual 
advantage of blunging before them minds during the day the points of 
tlie meditation that were i-ead for them in the morning ; and I flatter 
myself that this eftbrt has not been without fi-uit, for I find that thei-o 
were 300 less committals to the cells this ycai- tlian for the previous 
^Yelve months. I must also say that the regular peidodical visits of a 
Dmector to the pnson lias a share in efibeting tliis excellent state of 
tbin^. I have made the sick prisoners in hospital the object of my 
special care, and have given suitable advice every day to those confined 
in the cells for bi-eaches of prison discipline. I mijst now allude to tho 
new cellular an-angement that is being effected in the i.)rison, and I 
must express my strong conviction of the vast amount of moral o-ood 
that will be brought about when it is fully completed. I spoke intone 
of iny former reports of the necessity of enforcing stiict silence in th<i 
wards after iock-uj), as I was aware that many well iucliucd peraons 
were tlioroughly corrupted by the inimoiul conversations of scino bad 
men; and now I find that what I always wished for Is nlioiit beim<- 
done— ^at is, to keep_ each piisonor in complete sejuu-ation during tho 
hours of loclc-up. This, I am coiilidont, will be .so jiowtaful a means iu 
helping to make tlio religious toaclmig and the dLseipliuo of tho prisou 
so productive of lasting heuefits that greater order and closer attention 
to eveiy duty will characterise all tho prisonei’s' future acta.

Gentlejies, — lu compliance ivitli your directions, I have tlio honour 
to submit my report for the year ending 31st December, 1869. 

At the termination of the past year the number on the school roll 
was 197, of whom 12 -were in first or lowest class, 83 in second and 
sequel, and 102 in third or highest; and all of whom were muting on 
paper. The prisoners able to read andwi’ite eontiuue exemjited, and 
those attending school, according as they attain to this point of profi- 
ciency, are promoted to the exempt class. 

The alterations in the B building of the prison — ^partitioning the open 
sleeping wards into separate cells — which have been in operation since 
September last, have had the effect of giving on interruption to the 
ordinary school business in that particular portion of the establishment 
by the absorption of the two school-rooms located there, and no sub- 
stitutes up to the qn-asout being available. Though the regular school 
work cannot, of courae, go on in the B buildmg while these alterations 
continue, yet this particular qiart of the prison is not wholly neglected 
in this respect ; on Hie evenings sot apart for school instniotions, one 
of tlie solioolma.sters goes through the ojicn wards and cellular doimi- 
tories to afford the inisouors aa.sistance at their studies, besides giving 
them an opportunity of getting their letters and memorials, &o., written, 
and changing then- library books at the regularly apjroiirted times. The 
bast drrooted efforiis in this way are but a poor substitute for the tem- 
qrorary loss of a school-room furnished with the needful appliairoas ; but 
aqiiroariirg, as it did, the only alternative, it was adopted as the best that 
could be done uirder tire circumstances. In tlie other three schools the 
business has been regulai-ly can-ied on as usual, without any change or 
iutermpition whatever. 

Just at the close of the year I had the honour to receive an order 
from Oaiitaiir Barlow, that “ no prisoner of whatever class will be al- 
lowed to have more tlian four school hooks in his possession at one time, 
or more thajr one library book.” The latter part, with reference to the 
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libraiy involved no change; but tlie previous iiortioa required some 
time and labour to fully execute it, as a veiy considerable number of the 
prisoners bad been suppbed with more or less books in excess of the 
recently i*estricted allowance. 

During the past year several prisoners applied to the Db-ector to bo 
exempted from sebool, m each of whiob cases I was called upon to re- 
port and which I acoordmgly submitted, but subsequently beard nothinv 
turther on the matter, the applications not being granted. On the 
other hand, many of the exempted convicts have, during the past tivelvo 
inontlis, made frequent requests to be allowed the privilege of again 
coming to school, whose applications wore acceded to whouever the 
number ui attendance was low enough to ailmit of tlie increase without 
the danger of overcrowding, fifty being regarded as the maximum in the 
one school-room under the same schoolmaster. Owing to fluctuations 
in the wards, resulting from the operation of tlie discipline department, 
which, oi course, must be paramount, it is impossible idways to keep 
exactly vvithiu this limit; but as fru- as can be anticipated, ijie number 
m attead^cQ m oacli school-room is ke2:>t as near to this as possible 

i feel happy m being enabled to report most favourably as to the 
conduct and attention of the pnsoners at school. Their progress is 
highly satmfaotory. That portion of the .convicts who have been at- 
tending school here for the last year without intemiption have made 
more than ordinary imj^rovement. 

In conohision, I feel bound in justice to my colleague, Mr. Ryan, to 
te^ify that he contmues to e.xert himself as hitherto to discharge his 
clrthcult duties with gi-eat energy, abiUty, and fidelity.

During the past year an improvement has taken place in 
this prison, both as regards the discipline maintained and 
the conduct of the prisoners. Some few prisoners, however 
have continued their violent and destructive conduct ; in two in- 
stances prisoners were prosecuted for violent assaults upon matrons. 
In one case a sentence of additional punishment was given ; in 
the other, the prisoner concerned was sent to the Criminal Lunatic 
Asylum. 

The conduct of the subordinate ofBcors has been, generally 
speaking, satisfactory. The health of the prisoners has been good 
A change in the dietary has been sanctioned : by its introduc- 
tion—whilst a small saving has been elFected— a more varied and 
suitable diet has been supplied to the prisoners; the advantages of 
tins change are already apparent. 

Ropemaking, on a small scale, and shoemahing for prison use 
have been introduced into the prison; it is, however, difficult at 
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times to procure a sufficiency of "wort for the employment of the Mountjot 
prisoners. Female 

New regulations, enabling tbe prisoners to reach the Eefuges Pek™!' 
by unexceptionable good conduct and industry, at an earlier period ^ — , 
than they would otherwise have done, have been adopted with 
satisfactory results. 

A re-arrangement of the school-hours has also been made, and 
has proved beneficial. An arrangement was last year mad© by 
which all prisoners’ children of a suitable age to be removed, were 
placed with nurses in the country — a change much to the advan- 
tage of the children, whilst the disciphue of the prison has 
benefited by the discontinuance of the nursery, always a trouble- 
some department of the prison. Ko change calhng for remark has 
been made in the buildings, &c. 

The usual details and returns are given in the reports attached, 
from the Superintendent, the Chaplains, the Medical Officer, and 
the Head Schoolmistress.

^SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. Supennten- 

Mountjoy Female Prison, l^rt. 

27th Januaa-y, 1870. 

Sir, — I have the honour to lay before you my annual report of this 
establishment for the year ending 31st December, 1869. 

The conduct of the geneml body of the prisoners has greatly improved. 

They have lost that defiant look which, for some time, was evident even 
to an inexperienced eye j they see again tliat steady industry and strict 
obedience to the rules will tend to their comfort while in prison, and 
lead to a certain portion of their sentences being reduced. The change 
by which the prisonera can, in the refuge class, by extra industry and 
good conduct, get to the i^fuges six months earlier than they other- 
wise would, is very largely availed of, and is looked on as a great boon, 
and lias stimulated many to exeitiions they never otherwise would make. 

A great and very beneficent alteration has taken place in the dietary j 
it is more varied and nutritious without being more expensive. 

Tlje constant sameness of tlie late dietary often led women, who had 
l>een in prison for some time, into not using a sufficient quantity of food 
to keep them in robust health. In consequence a considerable number had 
constantly to be placed on an improved dietary, by order of the medical 
officer. This apparent distinction created a sphit of discontent amongst 
those who were not delicate enough to get the better class of food j the 
occasion for tliis discontent is avoided and the general health of the 
piisoners improved under the new system. 

Since my lastrepori, two new branches of industry, namely rope and 

shoemaking, have been introduced. Both ai’e still in their infancy, but 
are likely to do well, and to give employment to a good many prisoners. 

"We have foimcl it difficult at times to keep the prisoners fully employed 
at shirtmaking. It would be most desirable if some other description of 
work could be procm*ed, which, besides giving employment, would be 
more remunerative. 

Two very serious assaults were committed on the officer in charge of 
the penal ward. Both prlsonei's were tried for the offences ; one was 
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senteucod to an additional period of imprisonment ; the otlier was sent to 
the Ci-immal Lunatic Asylum. We have still in custody a few prisouera 
of the most violent cliai-aoter, who, 1 fear, will never profit by the pains 
token for then- moral improvement by the staff during the year. In 
March, the services of three female officers were discontinued oolisepnent 
on a reduction ; one was dismissed for bre,aoh of rules and two resigned. 

Iho school has been ooudnotod to my satisfaction, and the teachers 
li.-ive siiowu themselves zealoiis and elliciont.

MEDICAL OFFICER’S REPORT. 

Moimtjoy Female Prison, 
Jamiaiy, 1870. 

Gentlemen, — I have tke Louour to transmit the tables of medical 
statistics of this prison for the year 1869, and to offer a few general ob- 
servations on its sanitary condition. 

There has been no outbi'eak of e^jidemio or contagions disease within 
the year, nor of any diseases which, in my opinion, could be traced to 
the situation or construction of tho prison, its discipline, or the treat- 
ment of the prisoners. 

The diseases with which we have to contend in general arise from the 
antecedents of the inmates, and their former dissolute lialnts j to these 
causes may be attributed a tendency to insauity, of which (in Table 3) 
six cases are reported (being two less than in last year). Three of these 
cases were of prisoners who became insane within a year after their 
commibtal, one was imbecile on reception, and another (1752, M.A.W.) 
had been before an inmate of the Central Lunatic Asylum. ' 

Table 2 records seven deaths ; three from pulmonary consumption in 
women compamtively young. Convict 1591, J. G., was for more than 
two yeai's affected with aneurism of the ai-ch of the aorta ; her death, 
which was sudden, had been long expected. 

After careful and anxious consideration, I submitted to you on the 
16th of June last a new scale of dietary for the prisoners. The dietary 
previously in use afforded no variety fi-om the period of reception to 
discharge, and consisted chiefly of bread and milk. This, after long 
periods of confinement, was loathed by the prisoners, and great quan- 
tities of the bread were rejected. This led to iiisubonlinate conduct, 
malmgering, and punishment. You were ploiised to approve of my sug- 
gestions, The new scale was partially adopted on the 1st of August, is 
in full operation since the 1st of October, and so far tire result has been 
very satisfactory. 

There were eight cases of attempted suicide. I do not think that in 
any one of them it was seriously intended to commit that crime. 

The daily average number of pi'isoners sick in hospital mn.y appear 
excessive, but considering the state of healtli of most female convicts 
on reception, the incurable and chronic diseases which convict life has a 
tendency to develop, I fear this average will not be diminislied so long 
as the prison hospital is the only receptacle for infirm and worn-out 
prisoners. 

Of the matrons, twenty have been treated in hospital within the year% 
There was one case of typhoid fever ; all the others for ordinary dLseaso.s 
of shoi*t duration j no deaths, but I regret to say we wore oblifod to 
dispense with the services of one matron from ill health. 

I continue to receive tho support and co-oporatiou of all the ofl’icei's, 
without which no medical officer could oflici<'nt!y discharge his duties 
towards the demoralized inmates of a convict pi-iHun.

Gentlemen, — In tte discharge of my duties at tlie prison notliing lias 
occuiTed during the past year requiring especial notice from me. 

The number of prisonei’s having decreased, and the munher of women 
at The Refuge in Heytesbxuy-strect having diminished propoi-tionably, 
the committee of this institution adopted the suggestion of Sir W. 
Crofton, to make use of the building for tlie establishment of an indus- 
trial school for Protestant girls. This has been done. 

The arrangements at “ The Shelter for Females discharged from 
Prison ” having met with the approval of Sir W. Crofton, the Directors 
of Convict Prisons, and the Committee of the Heytasbury-street Asylum, 
it has been decided under existing circumstances to avail ouraelves of 
“ The Shelter" a^ a refuge for the Protestant prisoners of tlio Mountjoy 
Female Prison. So far we have reason to be satished that wo have acted 
wisely in this matter.

PRESBYTERIAN CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 

Montpelier Hill, Jamuuy, 1870. 

GENTLEinsN, — During the past year there have boon but seven prison- 
ers under my charge. For a few months lately I liavo had another con- 
vict, who has been transferred to me from tlie Roman Catholics at her 
own request. I find, however, that she was originally a Protestant, and 
entered prison pretending to be a Catholic. I am sorry to say I see 
little in her spirit or conduct to show that any religious efforts have 
done her any good. 
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I have iiotliing to report of any more than ordinary importance. 
Those tiucler my care have been very attentive, respectful, and grateful, 
and, with very occasional exceptions, well conducted. ’ 

I have conducted Divine service every Sabbath, and I never noticed 
anything reprehensible in anyone who attends myministiy. Indeed, I 
profit professionally by discovering what subjects and what style are 
manifestly most effective in securing their attention and exciting then- 
feelings. At my Tuesday ola^ I cause a chapter of God’s Word to be 
read, verse about, by all the prisoners. Their reading is above the average 
of persons in theii- class of social life, and the knowledge which is eli- 
cited by asking questions on the passages read evince the value of the 
system under which they have been trained. To break the monotony 
of tins week-day exercise I sometimes read a moral tale, which is always 
gi-atifying to the convicts. 

I feel the importance of the facilities which are unvar}diigly given to 
me for the discharge of my duties by tlie officials. The attentive and 
able Superintendent, Mivs. Lidwell, could do no more to aid me than she 
cheerfully does. Some names I would like to mention of officers whose 
assistance is invaluable ; but where all are good, it is, perliaps, better to 
refer to no one particularly. 

I assure you I wiU do all I can to aid you in the gmnd work desider- 
ated in the service you dii-ect — the reformation of our criminal population.

SCHOOLMISTRESS’S REPORT. 

Mountjoy Eemale Prison, 
26th January, 1870. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to submit my report on the educa- 
tional department of this prison, for the year ended 31st December, 1869. 
The daily average attendance dming the year has been 241, and the 
number newly admitted during the same period was 55^ of which latter 
number, 1 0 were able to read and write, 1 2 could read ouly, and that very 
unpeifectly, whilst the remai n i n g 33, orthe great majority, were wholly 
illiterate. During my fifteen yeai-s’ experience in dealing with the educa- 
tion of convicts, I have never met with so ignorant a class, in every sense 
of the word, as the 33 prisoners above referred to ; but I am glad to be 
able to report most favourably of their dc^iii-e to profit by the instruction 
imparted, and of the steady improvement they have made in the subjects 
which engaged their attention in school. 

In June last, _ at the suggestion of the Right Honorable Sir Walter 
Crofton, and with your sanction, all tlie prisoners who were considered 
to be sufficiently educated for their position in life, were eliminated from 
the school classes and their fiu’ther attendance discontinued. 

On examining the prisoners, according to the standard of proficiency 
laid down, viz. : — their being able to communicate their ideas intelligibly 
in a simple letter to their friends, I found that 41 were fully up to the 
standard — many of them being able to express their ideas with ease and 
correctness. These were all good reaclei-s and possessed a fair knowledge 
of arithmetic, and of the other subjects taught in the school. I feel 
great pleasure in stating that, the greater number of tliese prisoners 
acquired their education in this prison. 
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Mounijoy Tlie object aimed at in keeping the prisoners sufficiently educated 
Convict school, was to enable the teachers to devote more time and attention 

Pbison. educated, or those most in need of instruction. That object 

— — been realized, as the prisoners in the first and second books now re- 

mistrel$'t consscutive instruction on alternate days, whilst those 

Report, thii’d and fourth books receive only one hour’s instruction on those 

daj^. 

All the prisoners in probation third and second conduct classes receive 

two and a-balf hours instruction every day, while in those classes it 

being considered advisable to have them well grounded in the rules and 
regulations of the prison, dui-ing the first year of their impiisonment, 
that being the period prescribed for them to serve in those classes. Under 
existing arrangements I have been enabled to dispense almost entirely witli 
the services of monitresses, as the teachers, o-vving to the reduction in the 
numberattendiug, can now personally instruct all the prisoners in their re- 
pective division-s, and the consequent gain to the prisoners, will, Iliave no 
doubt, be very considemblc. Another, and, in my opinion, most excellent 
regulation, has been introduced during the year. Itis that in future no pri- 
soner will be considered eligible for the Refuge class unless lean certify that 
sho^ able to read and write, or imless I can assign a satisfactory reason 
for her not being able to do so. As all well-disposed prisoners invariably 
evince a laudable ai^iety to qualify themselves for removal to the Refuges 
m the shortest possible time, this regulation supplies a powerful motive 
for exertion and co-operation on their part — ^their future prospects being 
thus made to depend, in a great measure, on the good use they make of 
their time in the school. ^ This co-operation of the prisoners is of the 
utmost importance, for it^ is quite true that eagerness in learning, in the 
prison as well as out of it, “ has done more for education than ardour in 
teaching.” 

The teachers are engaged nearly six hours each day in the instruction 
of _the prisoners, and the subjects taught are— reading and explanation, 
writing, wiuting from tUctation, geography, and arithmetic. On the 
whole, I have reason to be satisfied with the progress made in these 
subjects during the year. 

I have always considered it an important part of my duty to see that 
the prisoners ai-e well instructed in the “ classification” or “ mark” sys- 
tem, in order that they may thoroughly understand what they may gain 
by steady and persevering industiy, and strict observance of alfthe 
prison rules, and, on the other hand, what they will assuredly lose by pur- 
suing an opposite course of conduct. One half-hour each week is, there- 
fore, devoted to the instruction of the prisoners on tliis important iioint. 

The conduct of the prisoners during the year Iuuh, with a few triflino- 
exceptions, been most unexceptionable. They have been zealous and 
attentive, andr^pectful in their demeanour towards tho teaclioi-s and on(j 
another ; and, judging from the order, system, and doconim, which at all 
times prevail in the sch.ool, I have every mison to be satisfied that the 
iMtruction tliey have received has exercised a salutary infiuonco over 
their minds, and that the habits of order and industry which they 
acquii'o in prison will be a great help to them in after life. 

In conclusion, I feel bound to observe that the other teachoi-s Imvo 
discharged their duties with theii* usual efliciency and judgment dui'in--- 
the year. ® ®

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This is now the only Intermediate Prison, the decrease in the i^ircdari 
number of skilled tradesmen, amongst the convicts who qualified 
for Intermediate Prisons, rendering the retention of Smithfield 
Prison, at a very considerable annual cost, unnecessary ; accordingly 
in June last, the prisoners hitherto confined in Smithfield were 
transferred to Lusk ; theservices of the entire Smithfield staff, with 
two exceptions, being no longer required, the remainder retired 
from the service upon pension, or receiving a gratuity, according 
to their length of service. The closing of Smithfield has not in 
any respect altered the positions of prisoners who are skilled 
tradesmen ; all such cases have been employed at their respective 
trades at Lusk. 

The closing of Smithfield Prison, rendering a re-arrangement of 
the Lusk Prison staff necessary, Mr. Gunning, the Chief Warder 
of Lusk Prison was appointed Superintendent, first-class Warder 
Daly, Steward and Registrar ; and a slight addition made to the 
staff of subordinate officers. 

Dr. Quinlan and Mr. J. P. Organ retained tlieir former appoint- 
ments. 

The conduct of the subordinate officers has been satisfactory. 

The conduct of the prisoners has been very good; in three 
instances prisoners were removed to Mountjoy Male Prison for 
offences, none of which, however, were of a serious nature. 

No escape or attempt at escape took place during the year. 

The health of the prisoners has been good. 

Daring the past year, the farm has been partially fenced ; a large 
barn has been built, and an iron hut taken down, and re-erected 
iu a more suitable situation, by the prisoners. 

The introduction into the Mountjoy Male Convict Prison of 
earth closets, and the proposed extension of this arrangement to 
the Female Prison Mountjoy, will, it is anticipated, afford to the 
farm a large quantity of valuable manure ; this is much required ; 
successive cropsof grain, without the aidof sufficient manure, hav- 
ing much impoverished the farm, which will require some years to 
recover its former fertility.

Lusk Convict Prison, 
Januaiy, 1870. 

Gentlemen, — I beg leave most respectfully to STihmit the following 
report on tlic Lusk Convict Prison, for the year ending 31st December 
1869.

The usual daily i*outino of duti^ has been canied out. Tlio warders 
continue to be diligent in getting the work of the fav^ done well. Tlie 
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prisoners give no trouble in their management ; they work ■willingly 
and do a good day’s -work. I have found them as usual to ■willingly stop 
out on the works beyond the usual hours of labour to sa've and secure 
the farm produce ; theii’ kind attendance on the farm horses, cattle, pigs, 
■ and the rearing of cal-^es and small pigs is very remarkable. During 
the year Smitbfield Piison lias been closed and the prisoners sent do^vn 
here.^ Some good tailoi’s <md shoemakers have been employed makino" 
clothing and keeping tlie old clothing in good repair; a large number of 
good stonecutters and some miisons have been received from Spilce 
Island ; a large bain, shed, and pigsty have heen built; one iron hut 
removed, and the other buildings kept in ropaii- with only cost for 
materials. 

There has heen no escape during the year, nor indeed for the past 
three years, although men with long sentences are now passing through. 

During tho yeiu', Mr. Organ died, and I may remark how siucorcly tho 
prisoners regretted his death. Mr. Gallagher retired from tho soiwice, 
iu3 olhce being abolished. The school lia.s been conducted as usual, and 
very neai-ly all the prisoners can read and write, and keev) their own 
accounts. ^ 

The Chaplains carefully attend to tho religious mstruction of the 
pnsonei's. 

The sanitey requirements of the prison, officers, and prisoners have 
been carefully attended to by the Medical Officer. 

Hm Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, with parties of noblemen and 
gentlemen, visited the prison and fai-m in the month of May. 

I cert^y that the rules have been complied with, except in such cases 
os have been reported to the Directors.

On the discontinuanoe of Smithfield Prison all the prisoners were re- 
moved here, causing a great increase in the number of om- inmates who 
have since occasionally exceeded seventy in number. You provided ad- 
ditional accommodation, and jndioionsly arranged that none hut robust 
healthy subjects should be sent to tliis place, which is certainly unfit for 
delicate or broken down prisoners. The Superintendent, Mr. Gunning, has 
been indefatigable in maintaining cleanliness in the prison huts, io. ’and 
in attending to the food, clothing, and proper comfort of the’prisonens 
who, although obliged to labour hard, are kindly treated, and surrounded 
by all iie conditions of health. As might naturally be expected from 
these oiroumstanoes the amount of sickness liiis been quite inconsiderable 
and that of a very trifling character ; only two cases having been obliged 
to be sent up to tire Moimtjoy Prison Hospital sinoo the removal. These

I 
have the greatest pleasure in hearing my humble testimony to the ad- 
mirable conduct of the prisoners ; no sullenness, no discontent, no grum- 
bling, but all alive to the advantages of the institution, and all harmoni- 
ously co-operating for its credit. 'When, towards the close of the yeai-, it 
pleased the Almighty to remove from the field of his labour the late Mr. 
Organ — he who had been their kind preceptor for so many years— each 
man felt as if he had lost an individual friend, and all evinced the most 
sincere sorrow for Ms death. But the interest the men perceive to bo 
taken in them for their future well-doing hcie* given them renewed hope, 
and I have never known a better spirit to exist than does just now in 
Lusk Intel-mediate Convict Prison.
